BLACK LKu, 


Incipient outbreaks of anthrax or black 
leg appear to have been quite numerous 
last autumn and the papers all through 
the United States and Canada are devot- 
ing attention to the disease. The Mont- 
real Witness publishes the following in- 
teresting information on this subject :— 

“dackleg in @ very common ‘orm o! 

authrax, most prevalent during summer 
and autumn, rarely seen during winter. 
It ws generally seen when young wiianals 
are thriving rapidly on rich grasses--at- 
tacks the best and most plethoric. In 
many instances no premonitery signs 
may be secon, the animal may be found 
dead; at other times they aro seen to 
sepurate fron the herd, are found unable 
to move, or at all events having nearly 
host power of motion on oue quarter 
which is swollen, and if rubbed a crack- 
ling noise is produced, the part is very 
painful, the pulse quick and weak, the 
temperature at first hizh, rapidly fails, 
and death ensues within a few hours, the 
animal usually dying in convulsions. 
When the skin is rewoved the affected 
quarter is black and gangrenous,and the 
blood teems with the bacilli or misrv-or- 
ganioms characteristic of the disease, to 
be seen only by microscopic examination: 
We know of no cure. Pasteur has suc- 
ceeded in preveuting it by innoculation 
with cultivated virus ; its effects only last 
a year, hovever. It should be clearly 
understood by stook-breeders that every 
earcase of an animal which has died of 
anthrax becomes a source ot danger for 
years (perhaps filty or more), by the ex- 
traordinary vitality of the spores of these 
organisms which find their way to the 
puriace, it may be in the water course 
from a spring near the grave, it may be} 
by the upturning of the soil in plough- | 
ing, digging, by earih worms and/other | 
means, and these spores entering a liv | 
ing body in air, food or water reproduces | 
themselves in the bivod and with sush | 
destructive effects as to kill the animal 
in some cases as if struck by lightning, 
aad in most within a few hours. , Hence 
it is the duty of every stock owner to 
burn the bedies of every animal which 
dies of anthrax, and bury the ashes deep- 
ly in dry soil after being well mixed with 
lime.”’

ALBERTA\HORSES FOR THR ARMY. 


Some of our ranchers are devoting at- 
tention to the raising of herses for the 
Imperial Army. It iow pity that more 
are not doing so. It ia difficult to form 
an estimate uf the vast market offered our 
raisors of horses in suppyling the army 
with remounts, The London Canadian 
Gazette publishes an editorial paragraph, 
@hich forcibly brings the truth of this 
home. The Gazette says :—' Canadians 
who look forwrrd to the time when the 
British War Office will turn to Canada 
for a rexalar supply of army remounta 
way find entisfaeetion in the reports just 
made to tho Imperial authorities for the 
past year, from Uese 1 appears that, 
though considerable «forts have been 
made te increase the reserve of horses 
for arwy purposes, the stuck of animale 
actually trained as cavalry troopers has 
nob been augmented during the past 
year. At the beginning of the year it 


horses bad been added to the cavalry re 
quirements, and that addition has been 
maintained; but the present stock of 
trained and training animals is still not 
sufficient to mount two thirds of the 
men.” To command this market our 
herse breeders must devote their atten- 
tion to horses of a heavier class, than 
thowe generally produced here. With 
horses of the heavier class, our ranchers 
need never go % begging for buyers 60 
jong as there is a British army, and that 
will be tor a long while yet.

If license law iw a curse, bow mnch 
greater a curse isa prohibitory law, It 
is wniversaliy addueiied that the liquor 
trafic is a curse, but it caunot be etop- 
ped, and will not be stopped until usoral 
traiving and self resteuint gets the mat 
ery ever the present depraved tastes of 
wankind. All humbug being set aside, 
the present burning temperance qpev- 
tion narrows itself down to the question; 
“Which is most comducive to temper- 
ance, a high license syetew or prolabi- 
tion ?’” 

An answer, in the light of actual ex- 
perience is 0 siimpic teat it 18 surprises, 
there shouid be any difference of opin- 
ion on this subject. Prohibition has 
been a failure in Vermont, Maine, coun- 
ties in Canada, which bave adopted ‘be 
Scott Act, inthe ‘lerritories or whese- 
ever else it bas Leen tried. 

High heense is proving a complete sue- 
cess in Pennsylvauia, New Jersey, lov- 
onto and wherever it has been tried. 

It is unnecessary to point out, which 
side of the question has tie beet of i. 
What nonsence, however to dismiss the 
claims of high licence to recognition a» 
regulator of the liquor traffic by the big- 
otted description “it is @ eurse!”’

FUTURE OF OUR CATTLE TRADE, 


Whatever doubts may be beld as to the 
success of the Alberta cattle expert 
trade to Great Britian, the best authosi- 
tiew in England have every confidence in 
the tuture of this trade. The “Maat 
‘Trade's Journal," recently published a 
review of the year's cattie trade, and had 
the following to say about the Alberta 
cattle :— 

“Another noteworthy inatter deserving 
of special attention was the North-wes- 
tern ranche cattle shigped to Liverpool 
by the Oxley Raache Company. The 
first consignment was unfortunate in 
many ways, the steamer encountering 
teraific gales, which coupled with her 
natural slowness, protracted the voyage 
eight or nine days beyond the usual per- 
iod. At the time of landing the markets 
were in a depressed condition, the result 
of exceptionally beavy offerings of se- 
condury classes. ,it was, therefore, a 
case of forcing sales, and the first returns 
we believe were simply ruinous. Suc- 
ceeding shipments fared somewhat bet 
ter, the most successful probably, being 
that to Glasgow ex Carthagivian. It is 
stated that these were landed in capital 
condition, and as there were States cat. 
tle on hand, sales were easily made at 
good prices. In connection with this 
cousignioent, it is said that they were 
supplied with a epecial grain mixture 
which—unlike their predecessors—they 
partook of freely while on board ship 
To this fact their plump condition may 
be wholly attributed, as well as the other 
fact that the carcasses were tree from the 
firery, or grassy color, considered +0 
objectionable on this side, we are, 
therefore, led to believe that with care

ENGLARD AND Tur {UNITED STATES. 

Although it is sincerely te be hoped 
that the Samoan difficulty will not re- 
sult in war, the arbitrary action of 
Germany in dealing with the natives has 
caused yreat indignation in the United 
States and England. ‘he position of 
affaires, generally missunderatood, is thie:- 
Great Britain, Germany aud the United 
States, entered into ntreary to guarantee 
the nativesofSamoa, tieir independence, 
and to insiet that the new State should 
be kept free from outside interference. 
The suddenly developed ambition of 
Germany to estabiixh colenies in the 
different perte of the world has, however, 
led Germany to interfere very consider- 
ably with the domestic affairs of the 
Samoans, This interference dividing the 
Samoan population, lea to civil war. 
he German men-of-war on that station 
took sides with one party, and got rough- 
ly handled for their trouble.. To ut- 
tempt to overawe the hostile party, the 
German vessels Lombaried several na- 
tive towns and destroyed the property 
therein of Brttish and American resi- 
dents. Insult was added to injury, and 
the Union Jack and the Stare and 
Stripes set at defiance, in spite of pro 
tests. Both Greut Britain snd the 
United states bave sont ships to: the 
scene of trouble, and it is difficult to 
say what the result will be.

Ip my last letter | promised to make my 
readers acquainted with some other pro- 
minent citizens of Calgary, and to direct 
their attention, for the last time, to some 
prominent features of the prairies ; and 
oow | find myself sternly confronted by two 
serious questions, numel)y—whs are the 
prowinent citizens of Calgary, or any 
other place? and, ef the numberiess im- 
portant features of the prairies, what feat 
ures are to be regarded as the prominent 
ones, to which afew last words may be 
moat profitably devoted? ‘There are, 
doubtless, scores of really interesting and 
important matters connected with the 
prairies, to which acarcely even an allusion 
has been made in these papers ; and there 
are also very muny prominent men, citi 
zens who have done grand services to the 
community, whose names have not been 
mentioned. But the omissions have been 
unavoidabie, not iatentional, and nu per- 
son can regret more than | do that the 
limited space available would not allow 
of anything like substantial justice being 
done to services that have in many cases 
simply incaculable. And so it must ve 
here ; | must perforce leaye many promin 
ent names without even a mention, for 
here, as we are on the dividing line 
between the prairies and mountains, it is 
fitting that whatever seems most impor- 
tant in the general features of the plaine 
sheuld be finally touched upon, however 
briefly and inadequately. 

it would, however, be unfair not te 
allude tu some few of the citizens more 
directly, and prominence should unhesitat- 
ingly be given to the enterprising journal- 
ists to whose efiorts Calgary is so largely 
indebted for her prosperity and high repu- 
tetion as an ideal community af the period. 
Iwo daily newspapers. the Heraup and 
the Tribune, each publishing a special 
weekly edition, are supported by the town 
and surrounding country; and it muat be 
acknowledged by the most carping fault- 
finder that the editors aud managers of 
these papers contrive, amid no common 
difficulties, to supply their patrons with 
an astonishingly good bill of fare every 
day.
